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F Ray m ond Ditmars had not, a» a boy , 
been awfully fond of liv e snakes, 
he 
might hav e gone on through life 
in a 


career no more exciting than that 
oi a 


butterfly collector. 
But it hap p ened that he did like snakes. He 
liked to catch them, he liked to take care ol 
them, he liked to study them. 
A s a result he is today , as curator of rep tiles 
and mammals in the New \ ork Zoo, just about 
the world’s foremost authority on snakes— and 
he 
has had 
enough exciting exp eriences in his 
life to satisfy a dozen ordinary adv euiure- 


aeekers. 
D r. Ditm ars tells about it all in 
1 hrills of 
a N aturalist’s Q uest,’’ a book just p ublished 
by the M acmillan Comp any . 
In it lie shows 
how a quiet and studious y oung man jump ed 
out of his orbit and became a scientist who 
sp ent his time in comp any with the most dan­ 
gerous liv ing creatures on earth. 
It was about 35 y ears ago that butterflies 
seemed to be cast for the leading p arts in his 
life. H e was then ir his late teens, emp loy ed 
n the American Museum of N atural History , 
in New York, and his job consisted chiefly of 
arranging and classify ing the enormous number 
of 
insects 
which 
museum 
collectors 
had 


brought in. 
O 
c c a s i o n a l l y his chief would go out 
on a collecting exp edition on which y oung 
Ditmars could accomp any him; and these were 
high sp ots in the boy ’s life. 
They often found 
snakes on these jaunts, and Ditmars found 
snakes far more interesting than butteiflies and 
beetles. 
H e cap tured a few liv e ones and de­ 
termined to start a collection of his own. 
For a time he was able to house his p ets in 
makeshift cages in the museum itself. 
Finally , 
howev er, he went oil to Connecticut on his v a­ 
cation and caught a big rattlesnake, and wher 
he got back the museum authorities gently sug 
gested that he keep the monster elsewhere. 
There was nothing lo r it but to mov e the col 
lection to his p arents’ home. 
T he family had recently mov ed into a v ery 
large bouse, and his father and mother gav e 
Ditm ars p ermission to keep the snakes on the 
aecond floor. H e built an elaborate set of eager 
and installed them in a big room. 
M 
O R E trip s into up state New York an« 
Connecticut enlarged the collection.

beautiful of all snakes. 
’’W hen 1 held its body with a stick.” he 
writes, "it swung around, op ened its tiny jaws 
as widely as it could, and seized the stick.

Its minute, p oison-conducting teeth 
were not much stouter or longer than tht 
p oint of a p in. but as it released its hold two 
drop lets were left on the stick. 
"T hey were no larger than millet seeds, 
but such a bite ap p lied to a human . . . 
would hav e been fatal in three out of fiv e 
cases. . . . Drop for drop , the v enom is 
more p owerful than that of the cobra. * 
One of the deadliest of trop ical American 
snakes is the fer-de-lance: a slender, activ e crea­ 
ture which has a lightning-like stroke and a 
p owerful p oison. It p robably causes more deaths 
than any other Central and South American 
snakes, due p artly to its fondness for rats, which 
causes it to infest rubbish heap s and outbuildings 
on farms and p lantations. 
W alking a trop ical Central American trail 
one day . Dr. Ditmars no­ 
ticed a broken stump with a 
concav e top . 
H e chanced 
to glance down as he walked 
beside it— and saw, neatly 
coiled there, a fer-de-lance. 
Its colors harmonized with 
its surroundings so well that 
it 
escap ed 
observ ation 
at 
first. 
A careless wanderer 
might easily hav e receiv ed a 
fatal bite before realizing 


got in touch with a collector in South America 
who wanted North American snakes and of­ 
fered to exchange some South American v a­ 
rieties. 
Ditmars p romp tly ship p ed him an assortment 
of 
rattlesnakes, 
cop p erheads 
and 
what-not, 
and in return got a consignment containing su< h 
deadly serp ents as a bushmaster, two ler-de- 
lance and four coral snakes, to say nothing oi 
two boa constrictors. 
Transferring these from their ship p ing case 
to the cages p rov ed an adv enture. 


The bushmaster— one of the roost v icious 
and p oisonous of all snakes— got out ol the 
case before Ditmars was ready for it. 
ITcm 
to his horror, it headed straight for him, ob­ 
v iously bent on killing him. H e backed around 
the room, with the bushmaster gliding rap idly 


in p ursuit. 
, 
By good luck, he was able to grab a broom. 
H e had just time to thrust its bristles in the 
rep tile’s face. Daunted, the snake p aused— and 
Ditmars was able to get his stafl under it and 
shov e it into its waiting cage, which he unme 
diately and thankfully closed. 
The other p oisonous snakes he transferred 
without trouble. But the larger of the boas— ao 
activ e creature some 10 feet long— was also 
rather difficult.

solution was for Dr. Ditmars to p ut the snake 
¡n a sp ecially -constructed, p adlocked suitcase 
and carry it to Washington himself. 
The trip was made by sleep ing car. 
Fbe 
car was nf't v ery warm; so Dr. Ditmars. to 
p rotect his snake’s health, took the suitcase into 
his berth with him—-and slep t all night in the 
» a me bed with a king cobra! 
He deliv ered the snake without mishap to 
the Washington Zoo. Later, howev er, when the 
railroad authorities found out about it, they 
wrote him p rotesting bitteily . 
One of nature’s freaks to come under D t. 
Ditmars observ ation is a frog that both barks 
and bites. 
H e was v isiting a biend at the London Zoo, 
and found the trr.ud wearing a bandage on one 
hand. H e asked him what was the matter, and 
the friend rep lied, “ A frog bit me. ’ 
Dr. Ditmars at first thought that he was jolt* 
tng— until the friend showed him the frog. 


it was a huge monster, about six inches in 
diameter, squat and hideous, colored a bright 
yellow, with stubby horn* ov er its eyes and a 
remarkably broad, sav age-looking mouth which 
had edges as sharp as those of a snap p ing turtle.
